The Independent Air Pollution 
Foundation today released a 
technical report on "The Move­ 
ment of Polluted Air In the Los 
Angeles Basin," which also 
shows:

About 1000 trajectories (wind 
paths) were computed to show 
tile paths of air reaching sta­ 
tions where high concentrations 
of pollution or high values of 
smog effects were measured.

The Foundation's report Is Il­ 
lustrated with maps and charts 
which plot the actual move­ 
ment of polluted air during the 
survey.

In his report, Nelburger said: 
"A large proportion of the tra­ 
jectories did not pass within 
five miles of heavy refining or 
other Industrial activity." 

By-Paused Reflnerlee
As an example, only nine of 

the twenty   two trajectories 
reaching Pasadena with high 
concentrations of hydrocarbons 
 and six of the fourteen reach-

Ing there with moderate or 
vere eye Irritation passed m 
any refineries at all.

Another: Only one of t 
twenty-one trajectories reach!

50 parts per hundred mllll 
passed near large or mode 
size refineries.

He also said that "aut
exhaust In regions of heavj 
traffic Is probably the maj

dustrial centers.

"The evidence that automobile 
exhaust Is * major source of 
air pollution Introduces a new 
aspect Into the zoning problem," 
he added. "The changes In pat­ 
terns of traffic that result from 
establishment of Industries In 
an area must he considered. A 
complete analysis of the com­ 
plex interaction of Industrial 
growth, residential development, 
and traffic Is necessary to see 
whether there Is any arrange­ 
ment which will minimize smog 
effects."

He said, whether or not zon­ 

ing would have any important 
effect, the mnjor effort must be 
to control pollutants at their 
sources.
